Fayette embraced that part which 
lies north of the line beginning at the 
mouth of the Kentucky river and run- 
ning up the same to its middle fork, 
thence up the middle fork to the heed, 
thence Southeast to the Washington 
line. 

Lincoln county embraced the residue 
of Kentucky county.
